Undersea Craft Unable to Dive Before 
Missiles Are Dropped — One De- 
stroyed In Act of Attack 
on Merchantman. 

London.— Details concerning the de- j 
I structlon recently of ten Gernnin sub- 1 
I marines by nnval aircraft, eight by 
seaplanes and the others by dirigibles, 
have been obtained by the Associated 
j Press from admiralty reports. The 
first case Is described as follows: 

"While on patrol In the English 1 
channel a seaplane sighted a siibma- 
| rine eight miles away, directly In the j 
path of an oncoming convoy of nier- 
| chant ships. The seaplane dived ,at 
00 miles an hour. The submarine at- 
tempted to escape by submerging, but 
was just awash as the seaplane 
reached a homblng position and re- 
lensed two bombs, one of which ex- 
ploded on the conning tower. The I 
seaplane dropped two more bombs ( 
Into .the. midst .of the bubbles from-the 
collapsed submarine, which was of] 
the largest type, carrying two guns." 

The second case: "At dawn a sea- 
plane sighted a large submarine on i 
the surfnee, with n member of the i 
crew stundlng by the gun. The sea- ] 
plane dropped a bomb on the tali of 
the U-boat and afterward photo- 
grnphed the sinking subtparlne. -with 
n big hole In Its deck. A second bomb 
wits dropped close to the submarine's | 
bow* and the U-boat collapsed." 
Catches U-Boat on Surface. 
The third case: "Two seaplanes at-] 
tacked a large submarine traveilug ou j 
the surfuce at 14 knots, with two men j 
in the conning tower. A bomb was 
exploded close to the conning tower, 
and the submarine began to sink stern 
first. A bomb from a second seaplane I 
completed the work." 

The fourth case : "Three patrol 
planes sighted a large suhmarlne ns 
It was suhmerging, and dropped two ' 
bombs close to the conning tower, | 
cnuslng the submarine to turn turtle | 
and dlsnppear In a mass of oil and 
wreckage." 

The fifth case: "A seaplane sight- 
ed two submarines close to the sur- 
face nnd dropped two hombs. One 
bomh was Ineffective, but the other hit 
the deck fairly amidships. The sub- 
marine was hidden by the smoke of 
the explosion, and when the smoke 
cleared the U-boat was sinking, with 
both ends in the nlr." 

The sixth case: "A seaplane saw 
the track of n torpedo fired nt u mer- 
chantman. It dived toward the sur- 
face and sighted the black shnde of 
the submarine well below the surfnee. 
It dropped two bombs, which both ex- 



ploded close to the submarine, result- 
ing In a large quantity of oil, bubbles 
and wreckage." 

The seventh case: "Two seaplanes 
sighted a U-boat on the surfnee and 
dropped a bomh each. Tiie first bomb 
caused a heavy list to the U-boat, 
which began to sink by the. stern. 
The second homh exploded in the cen- 
ter of the swlr), demolishing the - U- 
boat." 

Oil Pate* Shows Fate. 

The eighth cas«: "A seaplane 
dropped a bomb or' a submarine just 
emerging nnd the *J*boat disappeared 
with a heavy list U, port. The pilot 
dropped a second bond) Into the swirl 
and a few minutes Inter a pntch of 
oil 150 feet long and 12 feet wide np- 
penred on the surfnee." 

The ninth case: "A naval nirshlp 
at midday sighted a suspicious patch 
of oil and circled It In an effort to 
ascertain the cause. Suddenly a 
periscope broke the surface In the 
midst of the oil. The nirshlp dropped 
n bomb close to the periscope and a 
series of bubbles began appearing. In- 
dicating that the damaged submarine 
was moving slowly nwuy under the 
water. Several more bombs were 
dropped In the path indicated until 
satisfactory evidence was obtained of 
♦he enemy's destruction." 

The tenth case: "An nirshlp 
dropped two bombs over n submarine 
which was engaged In attacking mer- 
chantmen. Great patches of oil nnd 
bubbles Indicated severe damage and 
trawlers made this complete by <'epth 
charges." 



Food Sent Reaularly Through Inter- 
national Red Cross In 
Switzerland. 

^nshlngton.— Food Is now being 
sent regularly to Amerlcnu prisoners 
in Germany by the American Red 
Cross through an arrangement with 
foe International Red Cross In 
Switzerland. 

The As:erlcnn Red Cross office ut 
Paris recently received a complete list 
of the 159 Americnns then prisoners in 
Germany. The German government 
penults the lied Cross to send each 
20 pounds of food a week, in 
two packages of ten pounds each. 

This Red Cross service Is helng en- 
larged and a warehouse to hold food 
enough f or 10,000 American prisoners 
already is uuder construction near 
Berne, Switzerland. It Is estimated 
tbat nt least DO per cent of the food 
packages rench the men. 

Parents, wives and relatives of onr 
soldiers and sailors will find in this 
particular Red Cross service the great- 
est satisfaction because they have 
dreaded German prison life for their 
loved ones perhaps more than death 
itself. 

The American prisoners will be per- 
mitted to write two letters and fonf 1 
post cards each month, nnd also to 
acknowledge the receipt of food pack- 
ages. The Red Cross food package 
follows the army ration pretty closely, 
and frequently fresh white bread is 
Included from the Red Cross bakery 
In Berne. 

This service Is one more reason why 
the American people will respond gen- 
erously to the next Red Cross war 
fund campaign. May 20-27, when an- 
other .$100,000,000 to "carry on" will 
be asked.

Annual Report of Inspector Praises 
Work In Combating Evils 
of War. 

Ixmdon — The success of women on 
the police force Is amply demonstrated 
In the annual report of Sir Leonard 
Dunning, II. M. Inspector of constabu- 
lary, just published. 

Seven counties and 24 cities nnd 
boroughs hnve women "on the 
strength," nnd "their Introduction Into 
professional police work," snyH Sir 
Leonard, "may well help authorities 
to eombnt evils which hnve presented 
Increasing difficulties to them for years 
pit St." 

While most of the women nre en- 
guged In clerical work, others are 
given duties requiring the complete 
confidence of a woman or child, which 



a woman can win better than n man; 
the maintenance of public decorum 
among girls, supervision over femnle 
servants' registries, duties under the 
shop hours acts, food control orders 
nnd the like, und supervision over 
places of amusement entering for chil- 
dren. « 

It Is not, Sir Leonard hope*, suggest- 
ed that women should he employed In 
the suppression of public order nnd 
the nrrest of dangerous or violent 
criminals. 

With regard to the deslrahlllty of In- 
trusting to them that part of the in- 
vestigation of sexual crime which In- 
volves intimate conversutlon with the 
victim, the Inspector declares that the 
police themselves were the first to rec- 
ognise this, but until some years ago 
fulled to And a woman of education 
who recognized this ns a woman's work. 

Sir I^oonurd pays trlhute to the fine 
work being done hy the women police 
employed by the ministry of muni- 
tions, and refers also to the success 
of the efforts of the women patrols. 
Ho denies that the Increase of of- 
fenses by juveniles and the decrease 
of personal chastity of girls are the 



consequence of the wnr or that they 
hnve heen aggravated by tbe war. 

F °r yenrs past police reports have 
laid stress on the deeny of parental 
contr.t a nd the Influence of parents 
wltli u t nje f^nse of their responsibili- 
ties does not seem likely to revive. 
Crime is showing an upward tendency 
—reduced street lighting, bigamy, con- 
cealment of birth and Infanticide, the 
latter directly due to circumstances of 
the war contributing.

Setting Fires in the Open. 



An Act to Regulate the Setting of Fires 

in the Open Air. 
Be it enacted, etc., as follows: 

Section 1. It shall be unlawful with 
in any eity or town for any person to 
set, maintain or increase a fire in the 
open air between the first day of March 
and the first day of December except by 
written permission of the fire preven- 
tion commisioner for the metropolitan 
district within the said district, or of 
the forest warden or chief of the fire 
department in other cities and towns, 
or, in cities that have such an official, 
the fire commissioner, provided, that 
debris from fields, gardens and orchards, 
and leaves and rubbish from yards may 
he burned on ploughed fields by the 
owners thereof, tljeir agents or lesses 
and provided, further, that persons 
above the age of eighteen years may. 
set or maintain a fire for a reasonable! 
purpose upon sandy land, or upon salt 
marshes or sandy or rocky beaches bor 
dering upon tide water, if the fire is en- 
closed within rocks, metal or other non- 
inflammable material. In every case 
such a fire shall be at least two hundred 
feet distant from any sprout or forest 
land, and at least fifty feet distant 
from any building, and shall be properly 
attended until it is extinguished. The 
forest wardens in towns and officials 
performing the duties of forest wardens 
in cities shall cause Aublie notices to be 
given of the provisions of this section 
and shall enforce the same. Whoever 
violates any provisions of this section 
shall be punished by a fine of not more 
than one hundred dollars, or by impris- 
onment for not more than one month, 
or by both such fine and imprisonment. 

Section 2. The provisions of the pre- 
ceding section shall not apply to' fires 
which may be set, maintained or in- 
creased within the metropolitan district 
in accordance with regulations and 
methods approved by the fire prevention 
commissioner for the said distriet, nor 
to fires whieh may be set for the pur- 
pose of suppressing gypsy and brown 
tail moths in accordance with regula- 
tions and .methods approvedJjy the state.

Section 3. The state forester . shall 
notify the forest warden in every town 
and the official performing the duties of 
forest warden in every city in the com- 
monwealth of the passage of this act. 

Section 4. The state forester, the 
state fire warden or any duly author- 
ized assistant of the state forester, for- " 
est wardens in towns and officials per- 
forming the duties of forest wardens in 
eities, or any 'uly appointed, .deputy 
forest warden may arrest without war- 
rant any person found in the act of set- 
ting, maintaining or increasing a fire in 
violation of the provisions of this aet. 

Section 5. Section twenty-four of 
chapter thirty-two of the Revised Laws 
and etmpter two hundred and nine of 
£he acts of the year nineteen hundred 
and eight, as amended by chapter two 
hundred and forty-four ot the acts of 
the year nineteen hundred and eleven 
and by sections three and four of chap- 
ters four hundred and nineteen of th, 
acts of the year nineteen hundred and 
twelve are hereby repealed. 
(Approved March 31. 1918.)

CAMPAIGN TO CRACK THE MELT- 
ING POT. 

New Publication of the Committee on 
Public Information to Meet This 
Danger. 

"American and Allied Ideals" is the 
title of the latest publication issued by 
the Committee on Public Information, 
which may be obtnined free upon ap- 
plication to 10 Jackson Plnce, Washing- 
ton, D. C. Its author is Stuart P. 
Shenmiu, professor of literature in the 
University of Hlinois, and its basic 
principle is that "the American who has 
not ben thoroughly indoctrinated with 
American ideals is a menace to the re- 
public.!' 

"Till the outbreak of the present 
war," says Professor Sherman, "we 
have flattered ourselves that the melt- 
ing pot was working fairly well"; and 
he points to "the records of the amaz- 
ing process 'which transforms th eScan- 
dinavian, the Russian, the Pole, the 
Roumanian iuto loyal sons aud daugh- 
ters of the republic" In ninety-nine 
cases out of a hundred, this transfor- 
mation has been the work of our gen- 
eral educational system, in the schools, 
the colleges, the universities. 

Since the beginning of the war there 
has ben in this country "an aggressive 
campaign to crack the pot, to smash 
the mold of national life." The pro- 
gram of the men engaged in this work 
is summed up as follows. "Attack Eng- 
land; praise Germany; attack every- 
thing in America that is due to Eng- 
lish influence; praise everything in 
America that is due to German influ- 
ence. Accordingly they sneer at the 
ideals and professions of democratic 
government; they sneer at the Pilgrim 
Fathers and at the Puritans, who since 
the seventeenth century have consti- 
tuted the moral backbone of the nation ; 
they set themselves against every move- 
ment of moral reform; they sneer at all 
the humanitarian movements associ- 
ated with Christianity; theyx sneer at 
those works of American literature 
which we' recognize as classical. In 
short, they keep up a continuous can- 
nonade against every revered American 
tradition, against every established po- 
litical ideal, against every accepted ar- 
ticle of our public and private morality, 
against everything admirable in our so- 
eial aspirations, against everything 
characteristic of the eominon sense of 
the American people.
